Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1972. 

We  are  rapidly  approaching  the  end  of  an  era.  After  the  31st  March, 

1974  the  Belper  Urban  District  Council  will  cease  to  function  as  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1972  the  District  will  amalgamate  with  its  neighbouring 
Districts  to  become  part  of  the  new  and  much  larger  Authority  - the  Amber 
Valley  District  Council.  Unless  special  arrangements  are  made  there  will  be 
no  opportunity  to  present  Reports  for  the  year  1973.  This  is  because  the 
Vital  Statistics  for  1973  will  not  be  available  before  the  present  Council 
ceases  to  function. 

The  effect  then,  is  that  I have  the  privilege  of  submitting  the  last 
full  report  on  Environmental  Health  to  the  Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  continued  progress  made  easier  by  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  shown  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  Public  Health 
work  is  so  varied  from  one  year  to  the  next  that  it  is  not  always  easy,  and 
without  understanding  from  the  Council  the  task  of  the  Department  would  be 
exceedingly  more  difficult. 

It  is  appropriate  at  this  stage  to  record  my  special  thanks  for  the 
assistance  shown  me  by  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff.  The  smooth 
running  of  any  department  depends  on  the  co-operation  of  the  other  Departments 
and  the  sense  of  team  work. 

Finally,  before  I mention  the  usual  statistics  in  this  introductory 
letter,  I wish  to  thank,  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  from 
Mr.  E.  F.  Richley,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing  Manager, 
downwards  for  their  active  support  and  assistance  during  the  years  I have 
been  Medical  Officer  since  1953.  In  addition,  I wish  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  all  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  Health  Department  staff  for  their  support. 

STATISTICS 


The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1972  is 
16,680, a further  increase  of  180  persons  over  that  for  1971. 

During  the  year  live  births  registered  numbered  247,  a slight  decrease 
of  13  on  the  1971  registrations.  Still  births  recorded  numbered  4,  an  increase 
of  1 on  last  years  figures.  Deaths  recorded  numbered  262  (125  males  and  137 
females),  a decrease  of  1 on  the  1971  figures. 
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Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the  heart, 
again  accounted  for  the  most  deaths  being  81 . Vascular  Lesions  caused 49 
deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites  caused  35  deaths.  Being  more  specific 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  numbered5,  4 males  and  1 
female,  a decrease  of  6 on  last  years  figures  and  a decrease  of  10  on  the 
figures  for  1970. 

On  the  infectious  disease  side,  18  notifications  were  received  (»  = 
eg? i n s f U notifications  for  1971)  made  up  as  follows*- 

Measles  13  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  , « ?. 

Food  Poisoning  . . 2 Meningococcal  infection  . . . 1 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  17  per  thousand  live  births  for  the 
country  was  reflected  in  this  District  with  a rate  of  16  per  thousand 
live  births. 

These  figures  by  themselves  do  not  mean  very  much  to  the  average 
man  in  the  street,  but  when  they  are  related  to  the  figures  that  were 
common  in  '901.  seventy  two  years  ago,  it  is  realised  just  what  progress 
this  country  has  made  in  the  whole  field  of  Environmental  Health. 

the  infant  mortality  rate  for  1901,  was  113  per  thousand,  and  children 
were  dving  0f  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever  and 
‘•'r* D’scp-sss  Such  progress  has  in  fact  been  made,  that  people  are 
-g  - ( *v  o~  *•  that-  preventive  measures,  for  example,  immunisation 
against  Diptheria,  are  still  necessary,  and  that  basic  good  personal  hygiene 
at  both  home,  and  in  the  place  they  work  in,  are  essentials  to  a good  and 
safe  environment. 

At  the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  concern  is  being  expressed  both 
by  the  World  Health  Organisation  and  this  Country  at  the  epidemic  of  Cholera 
in  Italy.  Fortunately  the  methods  adopted  in  Italy  for  disposing  fo  sewage 
and  refuse  directly  into  the  sea,  are  not  used  in  this  Country  to  any  large 
extent.  The  importation  of  infected  shell  fish,  if  it  had  happened  in  this 
country,  would  have  been  prevented  by  the  very  successful  measures  adopted 
by  having  Public  Health  Inspectors  trained  to  inspect,  and  have  sampled 
this  type  of  food  supply. 

v~  --•.=?-*■  D?Vor-f-_>iei[ess  always  bear  in  mind,  that  with  all  imported  shell- 
fish and  also  imported  pets,  such  as  the  terrapins,  there  is  this  constant 
risk  of  infection  and  our  surveillance  must  always  continue. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  my  privilege  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Treasurer,  Surveyor,  Chief  Public

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  1972  only  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory)  were  notified,  and 
no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (Non-Respiratory)  were  notified,  a considerable  improvemen- 
to  70  years  ago  when  cases  in  their  dozens  were  being  notified  every  year. 

Progress  in  this  field  has  been  such  that  it  is  becoming  an  almost  unheard  of 
disease  in  this  country  and  is  the  exception  instead  of  the  rule.  Good  housing 

and  milk,  meat,  food  free  from  tuberculosis , all  accounting  for  this  good  state  of 
affairs . 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by  the  Chest 
Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the  other  continued 
to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest 
Physician  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children 
of  the  age  of  1 3 years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammer  School  and 
a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  and  children 
receiving  the  skin  tests  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. , if  this  was  found  necessary 
on  subsequent  inspection. 

RUBELLA  VACCINATION 


Vaccination  against  Rubella  is  still  being  offered  to  girls  between  their 
11th  and  14th  birthdays,  but  priority  should  be  given  to  older  children  in  their 
14th  year. 

MEASLES  VACCINATION 


Public  reaction  to  primary  vaccination  against  Measles  in  this  area  appears 
to  have  been  satisfactory.  If  all  parents  were  aware  of  the  serious  complications 
which  may  follow  measles  I am  sure  an  even  better  response  to  the  appeals  to  have 
their  children  vaccinated  would  be  made. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since  1946  and  no 
case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Snaith,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria  Immuni sat ions  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  this  district.

This  continued  reduction  in  immunisation  is  to  be  regretted  as  it  is  only 
by  the  regular  immunisation  of  our  children  that  the  disease  can  be  kept  at  the 
present  level  of  NIL. 
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POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to 
bring  their  children  for  vaccination. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  are 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  Comity  Council  and  the  same  arrange- 
ments remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the 
County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses 
are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Commonly  called  Smear  Tests  for  Cancer  of  the 

Neck  of  the  Womb) 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytol- 
ogy in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and 
since  the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to 
some  of  their  medical  staff  collection  smears  for  cytological  examination 
at  certain  County  Council  Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available 
at

SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  1 1 medical  examinations  were  carried  out 
on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted  to  the  Superannuation 
and  Sick  Pay  Scheme.  Of  this  number,  2 were  office  staff  and  9 were 
manual  workers. 

CANCER 


The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year  was 
35,  8 less  than  last  year,  making  up  13.36$  of  all  deaths.  Deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  5,  a decrease  of  6 compared  with 
1971,  and  a decrease  of  10  compared  with  1970. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby. 
(Telephone  Number,  Derby  47866),  and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent 
Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

Cases  of  other  infection  diseases  occurring  in  the  district  may 
be  removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  me  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  1972 


The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have  been  received 
from  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board.

A total  of  75  bacteriological,  4 chemical  and  71  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  various  points  in  the  Urban  District.  Of  the  75 
bacteriological  samples,  6 indicated  the  presence  of 
coliforms.  Further  check  samples  indicated  colif orm-free 
waters . 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  a mixture  of  waters  from  the 
Hamesford  Treatment  Works  and  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Board.  This  water  is  treated  to  raise  the  fluoride 
content  to  1 .00  parts  per  million. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  in  this  area  is 
liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action.

Mr.,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work  carried  out 
by  my  Departmen t dur j ng  I 9 TO „ 

This  will  be  my  last  Amiua 1 Report  as  I am  taking  advantage  of  the 
Early  Retirement  Regulations  to  leave  Local  Government  in  March,  31st„, 
1974,  after  more  than  forty  years  service  in  a Public  Health  Department, 

I have  been  a Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  thirty-two  years  and 
many  changes  have  taken  place  during  this  time  I would  like  to  say 
that  in  all  these  years  I have  experienced  tremendous  job  satisfaction 
because  of  my  very  close  contact  with  the  residents  and  their  personal 
problems  in  all  health  and  housing  matters,  I can  only  hope  that  the 
new  set  up  in  Local  Government  will  prove  successful. 

This  last  year  has  been  one  of  concentrated  effort  by  all  the  staff 
in  the  Health  Department  which  has  been  made  more  difficult  by  uncertainty 
staff  changes  and  planning  for  the  future,  A great  deal  of  additional 
work  has  been  carried  out  due  to  re-organisation  and  as  we  move  towards 
March,  1974  the  co-operation  between  the  new  Chief  Officers  for  Amber 
Valley  District  and  the  existing  staff  will  have  to  be  given  readily  if 
Amber  Valley  is  to  progress  smoothly.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  the  mas 
of  detailed  information  that  will  have  to  be  collated. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics  in  this  report  that 
Health  and  Housing  work  has  received  close  supervision.  Each  year  the 
importance  and  extent  of  work  in  these  fields  grow  and  new  knowledge  must 
be  constantly  acquired 

As  Chairman  of  the  Public.  Health  Working  Party  dealing  with  re- 
organisation I am  proud  to  say  this  section  was  the  first  in  the  field 
to  produce  a comprehensive  basis  report  on  the  Officer's  views  for  Amber 
Valley  District,  and  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  may  well  set 
the  future  public  health  pattern. 

As  a member  of'  the  Housing  Working  Party  I feel  we  have  not  progressed 
in  the  same  manner  and  many  aspects  of  Housing  Management  require  urgent 
discussion  and  decision  if  the  public  are  to  know  their  position  on  April 

1974, 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  of 

Committee's  and  all  the  elected  representative^  loi  their  help  and 
understanding.  Also  all  your  Chief  Officers  and  each  member  of  my
